The agent of iho English pro printer* 


of the coucessrHiu granted by the Meii- 
cau republic for it monopoly of pearl 
fishing in the gulf of California recent- 
ly arrived in Sail Fraucinco nuu gave 
gome mteresthig clt t.«ls of tho present 
methods vuiployed m their industry, 
which has continued ev«r since the oc- 
cupation of the country iu the time of 
Cortes. 


The whole coast of the gulf of Cali- 


fornia abounds iu pearls, and the con- 
ee&sions control the entire 
territory.

A modern diver 
thinks nothing of a two hour stop in 
water 100 feet in depth, though at 
greater depths the stay is necessarily 
shortened on account of tbe enormous 
pressure of the superincumbent water. 
A diver when upon the floor of the oceat 
looks about for the oyster, which he 
tears from the object to which it is at- 
tached and places in a small bag hang- 
ing to a rope, which is hauled into the 
boat on a given signal. Sometimes the 
number of oysters secured is large, at 
other times only a few are caught. — San 
Francisco Call.

In G bouse on Rhode Island avenue, 


Washington, is a female python. This 
reptile is the pet of a young man who 
is interested in herpetology. He bought 
it recently in New Ycrk, whither it 
was brought by a traveler from India, 
Tc the complete astonishment of the 
young student of snakes, be lately 
found in his python's quarters a mess 
of white objects unlike anything he had 
before seen. They were eggs, and there 
were 25 of them. In size and color they 
are much like a hen's egg. Tbe shell or 
skin which envelops the yolk is not 
rigid as in a hen's eggs, but as flexible 
and tough as leather. The shape is ob- 
long, bat not symmetrical, being some- 
what irregular. The whole 25 eggs 
were laid in a few hours. 


An effort will be made to incubate 


these eggs. There are a number of per- 
plexities about batching snakes' eggs. 
In the first place, there is doubt as to 
the temperature. Some say it is 73 de- 
grees, others 124 degrees. The former 
Eeema unduly low, the latter too high. 
The temperature for hatching bens', 
ducks' aocJ turkeys' eggs is 108 degrees. 
The time it takes to batch pythons' eggs 
is said to be eight weeks.—Washington 
Star.

Then the 
milling had been removed and from the 
interior of tho piece some of the gold 
had been extracted and the baser com- 
position was made to take tbe place ol 
the moro precious rectal. Then, with 
equal deftness and skill, the milling 
bad been replaced and soldered in some 
way and tho trick

Time, which has woven a mantle 


of forgetfulness about so many relics 
of the American Revolution, hiding; 
lie associations that give to tattered 
lags and rusty gun barrels a value 
beyond price, has dealt kindly with 


old cannon known as "One' 


Born." This weapon stands on an 
Eminence in Fairview cemetery at 
Westfield, N. J. Beside it is the sol- 
diers' monument, and above, on a 
lofty flagpole, perches an American 
eagle, symbolical of the liberty the 
cannon was so active in achieving. 


Compared with the ponderous ar- 


tillery of our time, "One Horn" can- 
non is but a plaything. It is less 
than 4 feet in length, and weighs 
with its carriage barely 150 pounds. 
But in its day the gun was regarded 
as a formidable weapon, and its 
capture by the Americans from the 
British in 1780 occasioned great re- 
joicing in the patriots' camp. 


Prior to June 23 of that year, the 


cannon was used by General Knyp- 
hausen in a campaign intended to 
destroy the patriots and the cause 
for which they were struggling. On 
that eventful morning the British 
commander divided his force of 
5.000 men into two columns, and ad- 
vanced westward from Ebzubeth- 
town. 
One division marched to 


Springfield and tho other took the 
road through what is now Cranford 
to Westiield. 


The citizens of \Vestfield awaited 


vith intense anxiety tho arrival of 
he enemy. Their forebodings were 
ot quieted by the news from 
springfield that the village had been 
nllaged and burned by tho invading 
soldiers. One detachment of artil- 
eryroen visited tbe old Baker home-

Tins accident sug 
gestod the name "One Horn,'1 aud 
so it has Hen known over binee. 


During the same hour tlie division 


of tho army that had marched for 
Wcstfiold reached tbe town. The 
lirst thing done was the removal 
and confiscation of the Presbyterian 
church bell. Tins boll, iu addition 
to its office of summoning the peo- 
ple to devotional services, was used 
OS a fire alarm and to givo warning 
of danger from tho hostile Indiai.fc 
who infested the .surrounding coun- 
try. 
The Hildieib, after helping 


thenihclves to tho citizens' goods and 
taking prisoner a fflw of the rebels, 
marched away. The bell they sent 
to Now York. To supply HH place, 
l'Ono Horn"' cannon was brought 
into the town 
Whenever danger 


threatened, its voice thundered out a 
warning to tho people, and many 
times bands of British marauders 
wore driven away by its use. 


Tho cannon has figured promi- 


nently in many occasions subsequent 
to tho war for independence. It has 
boon fired in scores of patriotic cele- 
brations, and tho descendants of 
Revolutionary patriots have prized 
it so highly that many rival claims' 
to its ownership havo been made. 
Within a few years Westliold has 
succeeded in proving its title, and 
the gun has been stationed in Knir- 
view oc'.iiotery, \\ber« it teaches an 
iniprc.ssivo object losson m p;:tr:ot- 
le:n.—N-i\ Yoik Post.

Wo refer to the circular recently 
issued by Secretary Chace of the Bourne 
mills of Fall River, in whirh the em- 
ployees and the interested public are 
frankly informed iu regard to the meth- 
ods pursued, tho results achieved and 
the prospects of the arrangement. This 
document will repay detailed analysis. 


Eight years ago the directors of the 


Bourne Mills voted in a generous mo- 
ment to uJopi profit sharing. Business 
hud been good, handsome dividends had 
been paid regularly, and the directors, 
after inatoro consideration, determined 
npon 
this manner of demonstrating 


their good will to their employees. The 
first, trial \vu-i limited to six mouths. It 
proved enccft-sful, and the arrangement 
was renewed. The board was cautious 
and timid, and it waa only after tho 
seventh trial that it ventured to pass a 
rota to continue profit sharing a full 
year. Short forms have decided disad- 
vantages, but in tho present case they 
wore not without u compensating bene- 
fit, since during the eight years tho plan 
has been considered and indorsed 12 
times. The principle adopted was sim- 
pie. Each employee was to share in pro- 
portion to the dividends declared and 
paid to stockholders, and the sharo was 
to b« a dividend upon tho wages earned 
during the specified term.

A comparison of the earnings of 188l> 
with those of 18S»7 shows that the aver- 
age pay of all employees on the pn;» roil 
is 10 per cent greater now than it was 
just, before tho introduction of the ei- 
periment, notwithstanding tho face that 
tho stiiim.ml wago. rate, nmlo spinnitiK 
i-xceptt'd, was higher then than 
DOW, 


aud the further fact that the mills wen- 
rnnniug then GO hours a week, as com- 
pared with 58 hours now. Manifestly 
profit sharing promotes efficiency atxl 
care. Ftimclati'3 ambition aud gives the 
workman au interest in the business of 
the concern sach as no mere wage earn- 
ing etupicyef- ean be expected to feel. 
Yec another substantial b> in-lit remains 
to bn fip'.vitied, perhaps the greutost 
benefit of all. Owing to profit sharing, 
employment has been almost constant 
during tho eight years. There have been 
no strikes, controversies, difficulties or 
disagreements. The combined stoppings 
if tho mills from all causes amount to 
but 8 per cent of tho maximum full 
time, whereas tho loss through fiuspen- 
ioi5s of other Fall River mills has ex- 
coeded f 8,000,000, and more than half 
of this great loss has been borne by la- 
bor. 


A question which will doubtless oc- 


cur to many is whether the Fall Kiver 
fchemo is advantageous to the employ- 
ers and stockholders as well us to the 
workers. It is certainly a very impor- 
tant question. 
If profit sharing did not 


inure to tho benefit of the owners, it 
could act be treated as tiuything but a 
generous ;ii)J charitable gift, and no 
general application of the plau conld bo 
hoped for. 


Success, iiccording to Secretary Chace, 


now depends upon a great many little 
economies, and the chee.rfui help of the 
workers in many little ways is counted 
upon. To illustrate,, "if tho belts are al- 
lowed to mil thrco minutes an hour on 
tho hxise. pulleys in a cotton factory it 
means a loss of 5 per cent of production, 
and workmen who share i.u the profits 
of a concern take care to avoid imch loss 
and waste. The corporation also bene

The 
department head was the very thing in- 
tended to be guarded against, bnt it 
seems that the department head bad 
more to say at Albany than the em- 
ployees had. 


Tho Daily News' suggestion that the 


members of tho legislature do not re- 
quire to fcy altogether taken from the 
"better element" is very likely to be 
acted on in the future. Our wage earn- 
ing masses contain within their ranks 
an abundance of talent and experience, 
of which their associates should avail 
themselves in the designation of candi- 
dates. It is not necessary that our sen- 
ators aud assemblymen should all be 
lawyers, contractors, bankers, specula- 
tors and rne.ii of leisure. Knowledge of 
public affairs and care for tho public 
interest are by no means confined to 
these classes.

ehusetts iu every occupation is the hiph 
est ill the United States is because 
"Massachusetts gives each of her inhab 
itauts seven years' schooling of 20( 
days each, while the average for th 
United States is 48-10 years of 201 
days each?" 


The persons who are enjoying thi 


schooling are not the ones who are earn 
Jug tho wages. That is one point to cou 
eider in connection with this theory 
Bat, more, in 24 states of this Uuioi 
the percentage, of illiteracy among 
white citizens of 10 years of ago o 
more is less than it is in Massachusetts 
If education is tho key to high wagus 
how comes it that the comparatively 
illiterate working people of Massachu 
setts aro better paid than those of Kan- 
sas, Nebraska. Colorado or Illinois, 
among whom, according to tho United 
States census, education is more widely 
disseminated. 


If the Massachusetts bureau of statis- 


tics is correct in its assertion that wages 
aro higher thcro than anywhere else iu 
tho United States, which is au extreme- 
ly violent assumption, the fact must be 
explained on some other hypothesis 
than that superior education has made 
the Massachusetts man a superior wage 
earner. In comparison to the workers 
of poor, Popocratic Colorado, Kansas or 
Nebraska tho Massachusetts working- 
men aro a sad lot of illiterates. — New 
York Journal.
